The first meeting of the new council was 
held inthe City Hall on Monday night 
last. :

The oath was administered and business 
proceedeal with 

The Mayor congratulated the Aldermen 
up utheir election, and reminded them 
they were put there as trustees of the cor- 
poration, and said he felt confident they 
would discharge their duties promptly and 
properly, Keferring to the financial state 
of the city funds he was glad to say the 
council of 1885 had exercized rigid econs 
omy with the resnit that the estimates were 
not exceeded, but that there was a surplus 
of $140 or $1500, notwithstanding all re- 
ports to the contrary, Me considered it 
right that they should continue to econo- 
mise and keep down the expenses, The 
first business they would have to perform 
would be to fill the position of Chief Con- 
stable made vacant by the deah of th 
lamented Chict, a man whom they all had 
confiddence in and whom they all regretted. 
The Mayor proceeded to say that the Bran- 
don debt was already large, and it: required 
considerable managing and nursing There 
was about £24,000 of uncontrollable ex- 
penses, and there was about $7,500 of con- 
trollable fexpenditure. About $5,000 last 
year was made up of fines and lisense fees, 
With regard to the asses-ment of the city 
he was confident that considerable property 
in the city would stand still further 
ductions as some lots were assessed at he 
yond their value, In the matter ofa tax 
sale of city property for unpaid taxes, hb: 
said it required the attention et the Fin. 
anc Committee at once. There were obout 
$30.000 of overdue p st taxes, and he con- 
sidered it necessary thata tax sale should 
be prepared, The city wae endebted to the 
Bank about $1 400 which was really less on 
account of there being about $2 000 cash on 
band, Bylaws would be necessaryto lu.
